With reference to the 
state of the poor, society is wholly in a false position, and as yet 
there is no loophole of extrication visible. We have nature

— The annual Horn fair in the pleasant village of 
Charlton, near Blackheath, commenced on St. Luke's day (18th of 
October), and closed on Wednesday, The origin of this fair is too 
well known to require explanation, It was formerly a mart for all 
sorts of articles made of horn.

The authorities 
are taking steps to have a body of 300 special constables sworn in as 
speedily as possible. : : 

Gravesend. — A man named William Wilson, well known in 
Gravesend as a collector of marine stores, has for the last few days 
been continually quarrelling with his wife, to whom he had only been 
married a short time. On Wednesday morning, his wife remon- 
strated with him upon his conduct, and high words again ensued, 
when, upon his wile saying he was a disgrace to society, he took up 
a large stick, aud said, * Now we will see who shall be master,” upon 
wh ch he aimed a fearful blow at her head, which took effect imme- 
diately under the left ear. The poor creature immediately fell down, 
exclaiming, “1 am a murdered woman,” Medical assistance was 
immediately sent for, but without effect, as the poor woman had 
breathed her last.

Oxroxv. — While Mr. Bradford and his son were engaged in 
painting Brazenose Chapel, on Tuesday last week, a portion of the 
scaffolding upon which they were working gave way, and the son was 
precipitated from a great height and broke his thigh, besides injuring 
his spine.

— Her Majesty's frigate America, arrived in Ports- 
mouth on the 8th of Oct. “In'the Bay of Biscay, one of the hands 
lost his hold on the main yard, and, after being twice struck in his 
descent, fell, apparently stunned, into the sea. A boatswain’s mate,

By great exertions the men were hauled up the back of 
the quay with ropes. Since then the vessel has been dismantled, 
and will be a total wreck. 

COCKBURNSPATH. — On Tuesday morning, the body of Angus 
Maltman, a fisherman of Eyemouth, was found lying in the harbour 
of that town by some men employed working on the quay. De. 
ceased was last seen alive when near the quay on Saturday night, and 
it is supposed that through the extreme darkness of the night he had 
fone too near the edge and had failen over. Within a short time 
three lives have been lost by the parties falling over the quay 
under night. 

Dunpezr.— A culprit from Dundee, who at Perth was tried, 
convicted, and sentenced to banishment last Wednesday week, offi- 
ciated on the previous morning in Dundee, as hangman’s assistant, 
at the execution of Thomas Leith.

A relief committee in Westmeath has come to the following 
sensible and economic, as well as humane, resolution :— 


County WESTMEATH.—At a meeting of the proprietors and tenants of the 
Collinstown [electoral district, held at Collinstown, Oct. 15, it was resolved: 
“ That it appears that in this district there are 157 able-bodied persons likely to 
remain permanently unemployed during the ensuing winter, who would become 
entitled to relief, being in the proportion of about one person to 50 Irish acres; 
that it seems an equitable principle that as the cost of their relief would have to 
be about equally shared by landlords and tenants, that instead thereof ae should 
be equally divided among them for employment; that accordingly each jandlord 
will oe expected to find employment for an: extra man, selected from the above 
number, tor every two Irish acres he possesses, for the ensuing five months ; and 
that every occupier of land (whether landlord or tenant) will be expected to em- 
ploy one such extra man for one month for every twenty acres occupied by him, - 

eing in the same proportion of one to each 100 acres for five months. It js pro- 
posed to make a registry of the above 137 persons, and to allocate them for em- 
ployment as soon as the general consent of the proprietors and tenants can be 
obtained. ‘The majority of the former have already consented, provided that the 
others will concur. It is earnestly hoped that every one in the district will see 
the urgent importauce of active and instant co-operation for their own and the 
common interest, and will not lose a day in giving their consent. 


Crane.—An inquest was held near Bodyke on Monday by J. M. 
Martin, Esq., coroner, on the body of John Finn. The deceased, 
with two others, went to a neighbour's garden to steal potatoes, and 
the owner being on the watch, caught deceased and indicted several 
wounds on his head with a stick, which caused almost immediate 
death.

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SIGNALS FOR EFFECTING COMMUNICATION 
BETWEEN PASSENGERS, GUARDS, AND ENGINE 
DRIVERS UPON RAILWAYS. 


(To THE EDITOR OF THE PICTORIAL TIMES. ) 


Sir,—I beg to enclose you a sketch and description of a plan for 
effecting communication between the passengers, guards, and engine- 
drivers, to be submitted to the consideration of railway proprietors 
and the public, through the medium of your journal. Early in 1845, 
my attention was directed to the above subject, and especially in 
urging the adoption of the electric telegraph for that purpose. How- 
ever, it has struck me that the plan which I am about to describe 
would answer all the necessary purposes, and is more simple and less 
expensive than any other means which has occurred to my mind, or 
that I have heard of, 

In the month of June last, I addressed the railway commissioners 
upon the subject, and entered fully into the details of my plan; but 
they apprised me that they had no power to interfere, and advised me 
to apply to some railway company. I have since that time made 
every effort in my power to make my plan public, and for the public 
good. 1 state this merely because, within the last week, the adoption 
ofa similar plan, as far as regards effecting communication between 
the passengers and the guards, has been sirongly urged by other 
individuals. 

I submit my plan, with all its imperfections, to the consideration 
of railway chairmen, directors, and proprietors, feeling assured that 
some such plan must be adopted. Whether it be the one I have 
now the honour of submitting to them, or another, equally or more 
practicable, | shall be one of that public that will evince its lasting 

ratitude for a wise endeavour made to increase the public confidence 
in the security and completeness of the companies’ machinery and 
arrangements, 2 

The objections to the introduction of any plan of this nature are 
not enough to compensate for its absence—such as delays and stop- 
pages, caused by timid and nervous persons, &c., and false signals, 

The first, I really believe, would seldom or never happen; the latter 
could be rendered a misdemeanour by an Act of Parliament. Read 
the words in which Mr, Moon, a recent railway sufferer, bewails the 
absence of such & means; —‘ The rapid motion, the noise of the wind, 
and battering of the rain, added to the fact that ours was the last 
carriage, convinced us also that we were too far removed from the 
guard to enable us to draw attention to our position; and we there- 
fore sat still, waiting tremulously the result!” Again, what say the 
jury who sat to determine the cause of the acciaent ?—* They re- 
commend that some mode of communication should be adopted be- 
tween each carriage and the guard in charge; as the fatal result of 
the present accident might have been avoided if such had been the

A correspondent in York, who has favoured us with some observa- 
tions (of which we shall hereafter make use) upon the cathedrals of 
York and Lincoln, has drawn our attention to the engraving of the 
Pavilion of Finn, republished in the “ Pictorial Times” a few weeks 
since, from the Baron de Bode’s work on Arabistan, Luristan, &c. 
Our correspondent especially refers to the pointed arch in the centre 
of the pavilion, and asks us whether it is sufficiently common in 
Persia to warrant the inference that the early architects of Great 
Britain borrowed the idea, so generally acted upon in our Gothic 
buildings, from the Persians? Speaking from personal recollection 
of the public and numerous private edifices in Ispahan, Shiraz, and 
the parts of Luristan visited by the Baron de Bode, we should be 
disposed to answer in the affirmative. The entrances to caravan- 
serais, — the doors of the several chambers or recesses, — the arches 
of the bridges over the Arras (Araxes), and other structures are 
nearly all pointed in the same manner with the pavilion. The ` 
Saracenic arch is more generally used in Turkey, and on the Persian 
frontier of Asiatic Turkey. The Baron de Bode, in the interesting 
work to which we have before made reference, has given another 
peels (which we here reproduce) of the pay arch, in the 

iosk, near Kashan, which is comparatively of modern build; but 
taking our stand upon the most ancient structures in Persia, we come 
to the conclusion, in the absence of more information upon the sub. 
ject than the reminiscence of a visit supplies, that the early architects 
of this country were certainly indebted to Persia for the notion so 
generally adopted. ‘There are doubtless among our readers many 
who have made the history of architecture their study. To them we 
should prefer that the solution of the question mooted by our York 
correspondent were referred. It may be in their power to assist the 
inquiry with drawings or diagrams; or if they can refer us to wood- 
cuts in any work illustrative of the position assumed, or its converse, 
we shall only be too glad to make our, pages the vehicle of their re- 
publication.

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OVERLAND MAIL. 
INDIA AND CHINA. 


The overland mail arrived on Wednesday night. The dates are, 
Bombay, Sept. 11.3 Madras, Sept. 11.; Calcutta, Sept 8.; Hong 
Kong, Aug. 24. The steamer of the 27th of Aug. was detained 
till the 31st; that gazetted for the-15th of Sept. proceeds via Ceylon 
instead of Aden, on the 11th. The incessant intriguing and in- 
terference in public affairs by the Ranee of Lahore has compelled 
the Durbar at length to place her under restraint; she is to be con- 
fined in the foriress of Shaikoopra.. ‘The life of the Prime Minister 
Tej Singh was said to have been threatened. “Che British troops at 
Lahore are, it is said, hereafter to be relieved annually — the higher 
rates of remuneration allowed them making the station coveted, and 
as many as possible are to be allowed to share in its advantages, ‘The 
country continues ‘quiet throughout. Some annoyance was said to 
have been felt by the people in the Jullundhur Doab, from our in- 
dulgence in the slaughter of kine — the killing of a cow giving great 
offence to the religious feelings of the country. The Governor 
General is about to visit Oude, with a view, it is said, to the better 
conducting the affairs of government, The King is reported to have 
offered to surrender to us his realms entire if we will only allow him 
ta retain his honours and receive a pension, ‘The disorders in the 
Nizam's dominions continue unalleviated. India in general is tran- 
quil. Sir Charles Napier, it is said, declines remaining in India on 
any inducement, and that he will proceed to Suez with his family 
direct about the 25th inst, ‘he last: mail arrived from England in 
27 days and 18 hours — by much the most rapid transit ever accom- 
Plished. A curious case has just been decided by the, Supreme 
Court. Captain Thornhill, re-mount agent for the Madras cavalry, 
kept a deposit account with the Bombay tank. He appears to have 
trusted the filling up and cashing of his cheques to, Cassinath Ra- 
goonath, a native writer, and does not seem to have looked into his 
accounts for a period of three years, In September, 1846, Captain 
Thornhill called at the bank and. subscribed his account for the pre- 
ceding three years without examining it; and’ also obtained his 
cheques, about 300 in number, from the bank. On examining these 
he found some apparently forged, many tampered with, and 7002, 
drawn in excess of what had [been desired by him, or made use of in 
hisoflice. The native writer meanwhile had absconded. The Chief 
Justice decided that the bank must suffer the Joss, on the ground 
that though both Captain Thornhill and the bank clerks had been 
careless, the bank was more bound to care than their employés. The 
Governor and Commander-in-Chief are still in the Deccan. The 
discussions on the government of the Indian navy are still in active 
progress, and throughout all India not one single voice has been 
raised in its favour, Meanwhile they have found themselves unable 
to maintain the communication for the English mails direct with 
Aden, though the packet service is maintained at a dead outlay of 
40,0002. a year; and a ship now on survey has been compelled to sus- 

end operations for want of hands! ‘I'he rains have once more re- 
aumed, and within the last four days we have had a much heavier fall 
than usually occurs throughout September. 

Our intelligence from Hong Kong is to the 28th of August. ‘I'he 
Peninsular and Oriental steamer Pekin had arrived on the 16th, with 
dates from London to the 24th of June. The news of the Canton 
expedition in April having then just been received and published in 

ondon, speculation was rife upon the future, and the next coming 
mail was looked to with great interest, as likely to develope the views 
of government. All remained quiet at Canton, but there was an 
uneasy feeling still existing.

THE COLONIES. 

Cawana.—The accounts from St. Jchn's, Newfoundland, come 
down to the 26th ult., and universally concur in describing the ex- 
treme ill-success attending the cod fishery this season, At Harbour 
Grace, in consequence of the failure of the fishery, coupled with the 
smallness of the crop of potaioes, great distress was already exhi- 
bited. From other outports the accounts were equally bad. "So lj- 
mited had been the catch of fish in the neighbourhood of Twillingate 
and Fogo, that it was calculated not to have exceeded 10 quintals per 
man, To add to the disasters occasioned by the unfortunate results 
of the fishery in Bonavista Bay, the inhabitants had just discovered 
the existence of the potato disease; and in Trinity Bay, among a 
population of about 9000, two-thirds were declared. as being in a state 
bordering on starvation, To afford some relief before the winter set 
in, and to enable as many as could avail themselves of this assistance 
to provide slightly for the harder part of the year, Sir Gaspard Le 
Marchant contemplated general measures of employment. 

New Zeatanp.—The Munkin arrived at Sydney on the 27th of 
May, from Auckland, whence she sailed on the 14th of that month, 
Previous to the sailing of the Munkin from that port, intelligence 
had been received of a murder having been committed by the natives 
in the district of Wanganui. T'he scene of the crime was the coun- 
try section belonging to Mr. Gilfillan, who, with his daughter, a girl 
of fifteen years oid, of all his family, alone escaped, and they were 
both badly wounded. Besides sacrificing Mrs. Gilfillan and three 
of her children, the natives had burnt their house to the ground. 
Five of the party were shortly afterwards captured, and were com- 
mitted on the charge. From what had transpired little doubt re- 
mained of their guilt, and as the district of Wanganui continues 
under martial law, a military commission was to be held on the 22d 
of April for their trial. 

AUSTRALASIA, — A correspondent of the “ Australian Journal” 
recommends strongly the extensive introduction of the camel from 
India, which having been successfully imported into the Mauritius 
might doubtless be brought safe to Port Essington (or Swan River) 
and thence be generally introduced. The best camel as a beast of 
burden is of the Marwarre breed, purchasable in India at 60 to 100 
rupees, 6/, to 104, and being a browsing rather than a grazing animal 
is easily sustained by leaves or young branches gathered by itself en 
route, or brought to it by a careful driver, who can easily manage 
three of these animals, They travel in single file, the nose of one 
being attached by a rope through the cartilage to the crupper of an- 
other, carrying 4001b, if very moderately laden, up to 700lb. or 
800 Ib. upon emergency, and averaging 3} miles per hour. So that 
for the purpose of an expedition ora long Journey in Australia a band 
of six camels would carry 1600 lb. of provision and kit, and 800 lb. 
of water in miissucks, or skin bottles. Like the horse, the camel 
breeds annually, produces one at a birth, and seems just adapted to 
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Spithead, on Thursday, we have advices from Lisbon to the 14th inst. 
inelusive. Count Bomfin and his companions in misfortune were 
landed at Lisbon in safety from the’ Terrible, without any demon- 
stration having been made either by the Cabralists or Patulea parties.

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FOREIGN INTELLIGENCE. 

France, — It appears by the Paris despatches, that the public in 
France generally are invited to participate directly in the contract 
for the new French loan, through the instrumentality of the re- 
ceivers-general, ‘These functionaries have in the departments issued 
an invitation to all persons desiring to invest moneyin the loan to 
make deposits at their offices commensurate with the extent of the 
subscriptions which they desire, at the rate of 250 per cent. of the 
stock they propose to take, that is, two and ja half frances for every 
tranc of rente to be subscribed for. 

M. Guizot has called down on himself the indignation of the 
liberal opposition by adopting the term “subject” at the close of one 
of his recent reports to the King. He there acknowledges himself 
the “faithful subject” of Louis Philippe. ‘The use of the same 
term in the Chamber of Deputies by Count Montalivet on a former 
occasion drew a reclamation from the opposition, in the shape of a 
protest against the term, which was signed by 167 deputies, 

‘The “ National” states some curious facts, upon undoubted an- 
thority as it deciares, relative to the transmission of arms from Be- 
Sangon to the canton of Friburg., It appears that the whole affair 
was conducted with great secrecy, and was so illegal, that some of 
the French authorities refused to allow the arms to pass, and applied 
by telegraph to the government for instructions, It was only upon 
the positive orders of M. Guizot that they allowed them to pass.

For the purpose of making it as extensive as possible, these 
proprietors have 3000 shares, at 500 florins each. [t is their desire to 
found a company, and afier deducting the sum of 30,000 florins for 
the reserve fund, 10,000 florins for improving the establishment, and 
15,000 florins as the salary of the directors (the directors are the 
honourable contractors themselves), to divide the surplus among 
the members. f : 

Hotianp. — The ordinary session of the States General was 
opened on Monday, the 18th inst., at'the Hague, by the king in per- 
son. ‘The following are the chief points of the Speech, After the 
usual preliminaries, it goes on to say : — During ‘the past vacation 
no extraordinary circumstances have arisen to introduce any change 
into the general situation of the country, ‘The Netherlands con- 
tinue to maintain good relations with other powers. The measures 
found necessary for the introduction of a new system of legislation 
into the East Indies, in harmony as much as possible with that of the 
mother country, have been already partly put into execution. New 
legislative arrangements are also in course of preparation for the 
West India colonies. In Surinam bank paper will be exchanged 
for specie. ‘The moral interests of the nation continue to demand 
all my attention. ‘The blessing of an abundant harvest in the ma- 
jority of its productions awakens the hope that the inhabitants of the 
‘Netherlands will be preserved from those evils which attend on the 
scarcity and dearness of provisions.. The condition of the finances 
of the state is favourable. ‘The entire regulation of our monetary 
system will be submitted to you, in order that the already com- 
menced revision of that very imperfect system may be completed. 
A plan will be proposed relative to the righ: of guaranteeing gold 
and silver articles, in order that the complaints on that subject may 
be redressed. It is probable that a general law will be laid before 
you this session relative to Import and export duties, After the re- 
sult (during the last session) of the deliberations on the projects of 
law relatiug to the right of voting and of being elected, I have been 
maturely reflecting on the mode in which the sixth article of the 
fundamental law could be carried out, In a former speech I stated 
that so soon as I entertained a conviction of the necessity of modi- 
fying the fundamental law, I should not fail to notify it to you. In 
accordance with that statement, and with the conviction that the 
interest of the state calls for alterations in some disposition of the 
fundamental law, I have resolved to lay before you during the pre- 
sent session some propositions relative to those changes. 

Germany. — Ihe commission appointed to take into considera- 
tion a reduction of the duties which obstruct the free navigation of 
the Rhine, has been holding daily sittings at Mayence. Of the 
different German states that are washed by this river, Prussia has 
made the most liberal propositions, having proposed a reduction of 
50 per cent, on every category. Nassau will only consent to a re- 
duction of one-third. Baden and Bavaria have acceded to the pro- 
position of Prussia. F rance has expressed her readiness to revise 
all duties. Holland sides with Nassau, It is to be hoped that the 
question will be solved by a total abolition of duties altogether, 

The three murderers who strangled Major Waldstetten, with the 
connivance of his own valet, have been taken, They have confessed 
their crime, which they committed for the purpose of obtaining pos- 
session of the large quantity of cash which the major had in his 
possession. The three men are brothers,

Wearyine and sickening as the office has become, we are still 
Compelled to record the very depressed state of the commercial 
thermometer. Freezing point was reached last week: we are 
how below zero. Private failures have not been so numerous as 
heretofore, but#the few disasters that have occurred transcend in 
Comprehensiveness of mischief all the previous wrecks. And the 
Worst of it is, no one can see where and when the flood of calamity 
is to be arrested. The Royal Bank of Liverpool, with liabilities 
to the extent of two millions sterling, has been compelled to sus-

Pool concern had granted very large accommodations to two or 
three houses in extensive business ; and true to its reverence 
for the law, the Government has refused all kind of relief, 
although a special deputation was dispatched to London to 
Obtain it, 

Consols have been down to 80, and even at that ruinous rate 
innumerable individuals have been obliged to sell out stock, and 
the sales were not effected without difficulty.

THE CURRENCY AND THE LIUERPOOL 
DEPUTATION. 

Tr is inconceivable what influence it is which so converts a de- 
putation to government on monetary affairs that the members of 
the deputation do not speak out. When they assemble in their 
localities and frame their resolutions in their memorials, they 
express ;what they feel; "but the moment they enter into the 
presence of the Chanceller of the Exchequer, they appear to 
lose their self-possession, and ask less than half what they want. 

The deputation from Liverpool consisted of men who, instead 
of entreating that aid should be rendered, might more properly, as 
experienced merchants, have told the Chancellor of the Exche- 
quer what they wanted, and what they must have. One immense 
joint stock bank had actually stopped, and another was on the eve 
of suspension, in the most wealthy commercial town in Europe; 
these gentlemen might have told any Chancellor of the Exche- 
quer, or any Prime Minister of a free country, that the alternative 
was a grant of what they asked, or certain impeachment. Both 
Lord John Russell and the Chancellor of the Exchequer admitted 
that an issue of five millions more of Bank of England notes 
would meet the case, but excused themselves for non-interference, 
on the ground that to authorise such an issue would be contrary 
to law. Contrary to law!—then for what are the powers of 
government administered when Parliament is not sitting? Why 
is not Parliament convened? Are her Majesty’s subjects to have 
their property destroyed under the effects of vicious legislation, 
which the ministers of the crown admit to be so, and will they 
persist in their apathetic conduct? For what, we ask, are the 
functions of government committed to ministers of state ; for what 
do they receive their abundant salaries, but to advise their royal 
mistress to do the best for her subjects under every exigency that 
may arise during the time the other branches of the legislature 
are in suspension ? 

What did the great William Pitt in a precisely similar case ? 
Did he not, in 1793, recommend to Parliament to grant a loan of 
Exchequer bills of similar amount to that asked by the Liverpool 
deputation? Not only did Mr. Pitt do this, but knowing the 
power of symbolic money, he advised that the corporation of 
Liverpool should be allowed to issue notes to a given amount on 
the security of its own property ; and by this joint operation con- 
fidence was restored, and the evils which threatened passed away. 

Exchequer bills now, however, will not meet the case? They are 
at a discount, and will not do. The only present relief would be 
found in the instant authorisation of the Bank of England to ex- 
tend their issues by six millions at least: these issues might be 
founded on Exchequer bills, and the Bank might deposit securities 
with the government to the amount issued. An order in council 
would convey this power to-morrow ; and we will be bound for it 
that if Lord John Russell has the determination to put it into 
effect, spite of all the threats with which he is menaced, that he 
will receive the grateful acknowledgments of the entire British 
empire, and will be freely indemnified by Parliament when it 
assembles. 

We enter not here into the question, whether the effect of an 
issue of six millions more Bank paper would cause an export of 
the present stock of gold; but if the whole remedy we have from 
time to time recommended were adopted, we are certain that it 
would not. A restriction of the Bank of England from paying 
their notes in gold otherwise than at the market price, in the silver 
and authorised paper currency, would infallibly preserve the gold 
we have, and speedily bring abundance more to our shores. The 
creation of so much additional money as we suggest would fill our 
mills and factories with industrious workmen; it would restore 
the labour on railways in course of construction ; by re-inspiring 
confidence, it would open up the hoards of money which are 
forming, and to accumulate which the public dividends have been 
sought with so much avidity ; it would prevent that disposition to 
withdraw deposits of savings banks—to’ which the “ Times” 
referred—rising into panic. It would do more; it would put to 
silente the ignorance and foolish talking which the “ Times” 
originates by its mischievous, its wicked articles, from day to day. 
Now, forsooth, the “ Times,” as if it would destroy the confidence 
of foreigners who have invested in our funds, declares that 
the nation is poor. “ Sorry we are to say it,” observes the most 
reckless writer of the monetary leaders of the “ Times,” “but the 
truth must be spoken, the country is poor.” Again— England 
is actually poor in the grossest and most tangible sense.” 

A nation poor, indeed! whose annual creation of wealth is thus 
estimated by Mr. Spackman, in his invaluable statistical work 
which is just published, and which ought to be in the hands of 
every man who wishes to disabuse himself of such fallacies as are 
uttered by the “ Times.”

The statement shows that such relief as is now asked can only 
meet the case temporarily — that parliament must be assembled 
early to revise an entire monetary system, and to render it com- 
mensurate with the increase of population and production.

If you repeal the former, 
no longer advocate the latter; indeed, the changes effected in the 
last session appear to me, on reflection, to be incomplete, under the 
monetary system which suited the former circumstances of the 
country, Free trade in corn and other commodities necessarily in- 
volves “a free price of gold.”

Ratnways.—The Emperor Nicholas, who was at Warsaw on the 
28th ult., was to preside at the inauguration of the railway from 
Cracow to Warsaw, which was to take place on the Ist inst. The 
government had caused a magnificent carriage to be constructed for 
his Imperial Majesty, at a cost of 312,000f. 

Tne Mixen Gatces.— The opening of the double-gauge line 
from Gloucester to Cheltenham will take place on Saturday or 
Monday next. The event is looked forward to with much interest 
in the railway world, as it will set at rest the long-discussed question 
of the practicability of the two gauges cn the same line of railway.

Tur Broan Gaucr —The long expected official inspection of 
the Great Western Company’s line, between Cheltenham and Glou- 
cester, has at length taken place, and the opening for passenger 
traffic will take place in a few days. _ Travellers to London will then 
be spared the inconvenience and annoyance of changing carriages at 
Gloucester; they will be taken through to London without molesta- 
tion, and at a rate which will sensibly diminish the time and space 
hitherto occupied in a journey to the metropolis. 

Cracow, — On the 13th inst. the railway was solemnly inaugu- 
rated. After it had been consecrated by Bishop Sentowski, the first 
Cracow steam-engine, with a long train of carriages and luggage 
waggons, lefi for the Prussian frontier. 

‘He BOULOGNE AND Anpevitte RAILWAY. — The bridge of 
Etaples has given way, and three of its arches will have to be rebuilt, 
The works to be done will however be completed before the 15th of 
November, when the railway is to be opened. ‘The damage will cost 
30,C00 francs to repair. 

The railway commissioners have demanded from all companies a 
statement of their works in progress, It may not be out of place to 
remark, with reference to the above inquiry, that the calls made b 
railway companies, and payable during last week, amounted to 
upwards of 1,500,000/, !

CURRENTS OF THE ATLANTIC.—Ata late meeting of naturalists in 
Boston, Professor Rogers read a report on the currents of the North 
Atlantic, of great importacee to navigation. Between New York 
and Havre and New York and Liverpool there is only a difference of 
one day’s sailing in distance, while in time there is an average dif- 
ference of “aa a week, ‘his may be obviated by a knowledge of 
the currents, In going from Havannah to New Orleans vessels 
stem a current of three miles an hour against them, when they might 
have a current in their favour of two miles an hour.

Madeira, as every schoolboy kuows, is an island in the / cane Cy 
360 miles from Africa. ‘he anchorage of vessels is in t s ay 
of Funchal, in the heart of which stands the city of SER, in 
on an amphitheatre of lofty hills, having numerous tarioen i poles 
and other irregularities of surface, with very little level groun z k e 
base. The hiils face the south, and nearly surround the small bay 
in front. ‘The beauty of the scene is increased by the verdure intere 
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spersed among the houses, and extending from the lower to the higher 
points. ‘The houses are closely built together, forming narrow 
Streets, but they are continued upwards in a much more straggling 
manner to the height of about 2000 feet, where the region of the 
vine terminates. ‘The dwellings are all very small, constructed of 
stone, thatched, plastered, and whitewashed, which gives them a pic- 
turesque appearance. A health officer visits vessels on their arrival 
in the harbour, and if there is no disease of an infectious character 
on board, the passengers may land at once. No inconvenience is 
Sustained at the custom-house ; the officers will not even cause the

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trunks to be unlocked if the owners declare that they contain nothing 
contraband. Immediately on arrival it is customary for the visitor 
to betake himself to an hotel until he can settle upon a fitting 
residence, 


Visitors to Madeira for the greater part live in Funchal, or its immediate neigh- 
bourhood. For their accommodation there are good furnished houses, which 
may be obtained at from two hundred to three hundred dollars for the season of 
six or eight months; and when there are two or three penons together, with an 
English servant, this is the most comfortable as well as the cheapest way of 
living. But the majority of visitors live in boarding-houses, which, generally 
speaking, are exceedingly comfortable ; and the charge is pretty much the same 
in all—about fifty dollars a-month for each person, There are houses where 
persons who prefer having a separate table may be so accommodated, without 
additional expense, if there are two or three together. At the commencement of 
the season, no one will let apartments for less than four months certain. Visi. 
tors should therefore reside in the hotel for a few days, that they may have time 
to look at the different houses, and make inquiries. Residents, in general, are 
rather unwilling to give opinions regarding the comparative merits of the different 
houses, but a few of them are understood to patronise particular establishments, 
irrespective of their merits. If visitors leave before the four months are com- 
pleted, the rule is to charge half-price for the unexpired period ; and, for addi- 
tional time, the charge is made up to the day on which the apartments are va- 
cated. The hotel charges are as moderate as those of the boarding-houses; and 
in everything, except locality, it is exceedingly comfortable. y 

To give an idea of how invalids spend their time in Madeira, I may mention 
that my young companion and myself get up about seven o'clock ; breakfast 
about half-past eight ; ride out at ten; return in timeto dress for dinner, which 
is at two; ride out again at four; return about half-past} five (before sunset) ; 
take tea at half-past six ; read till about half-past ten; when the party breaks up, 
and all retire to bed—the younger members having of course gone earlier. 

Such was nearly the daily routine, except when we made long excursions. On 
these occasions we usually carried a lunch or dinner with us in the morning, and 
returned before sunset. Although there is occasionally cold and stormy wea- 
ther in the mountains during winter, we never experienced any decidedly disa- 
greeable weather, more than now and then a day’s rain, during the whole season 3 
neither during the winter, when our friends in England were shivering under 
frost and bleak winds, did we ever feel any cold worth mentioning. With the 
thermometer never below 53 degrees, which was in February, we did not on any 
occasion need the aid of a fire. Out—out daily in the cheerful sunshine, our 
spirits felt no Sppressions and this of itself is no small boon to the easily-dis- 
composed invalid. 

The awkward thing about Funchal is the almost universal steepness of the 
thoroughfares. You are generally going either up or down, seldom walking on 
level ground. The streets, however, are kept very clean, rivulets of water are 
abundant, and the people are everywhere respectful in their demeanour. With 
the exception of one pony-phaeton, used perhaps once a month, and belonging to 
a Portuguese, there is no such thing as a carriage of an kind, not even a cart 
or a wheelbarrow, Everything requiring to be removed is either drawn by oxen 
on sledges, or carried on the backs of asses or mules ; or, what is much more 
generally the case, on the heads of men and women. 

dorses are not used for dranght; but they are to be had, and very cheap, on 
hire for siding. For an excellent horse and pony, with a man and boy to take 
charge of them, and attend us wherever we went, I paid thirty-six dollars a- 
month, including food and every other charge. For riding we occasionally sub- 
stituted sailing in boats, and the charge was equally moderate— fifteen pence an 
„hour for a boat with two men, 

Those who make Madeira a place of permanent residence, will find that it is, 
on the whole, a cheap place ofliving. During our stay, bread was rather dearer 
thanin England; butthe very best beef was only twovence-halfpenny per pound ; 
fish, poultry, eggs, and fruit are also lower than in Britain; butter, cheese, and 
name are dearer, Tea, sugar, wines, and other luxuries are considerably 
cheaper, 

During the season 1844-5, there were about two hundred and fifty visitors, in- 
cluding invalids and the friends and servants who accompanied them. In each 
of the preceding two years there had been from three hundred to four hundred., 
In addition to the visitors, there are about three hundred British residents. By 
far the larger vortion of the mercantile business is transacted by the British race, 
who here, asin many other foreign countries, seem to outstrip all competition on 
the part of natives. ` Of the British mercantile and medical gentlemen resident 
here, and invalids, the Scotch appear to form a majoriyy of the whole, 

The British, generally, in Funchal may be said to form an agreeable society, or 
rather circles ot acquaintances. For their mutual accommodation, they have 
established a reading-room, where may be seen two or three London newspapers ; 
also English reviews and magazines, The establishment bas lkewise a pretty 

ood collection of books, which may be taken out to read, The payment is very 

igh, being eight dollars for three months. There is also a tolerably good col- 
lection of books, in some respects better than the Other, to the extent of 450 vo- 
lumes, connected with the Free Church, from which a supply may be obtained at 
the small charge of a dollar per annum. 

For the use ofj the British population, there is an English episcopal chapel, 
and another following the Scattish Presbyterian form, connected with the Free 
Church. At Funchal there is a British consul, charged with the protection of 
our trading interests; and besides this functionary, an officer is appointed by our 
government, styled the British Judge Conservator. It is the duty of this person 
to administer the law in judicial cases in which British subjects appeal to the 
native tribunals. The British judge conservater is a Portuguese; and, from his 
potorious Incompetence and partiality, the office might as well be abolished ; 
which, it is generally understood, will soon be the case, 

Inthe currency of the island, dollars perform a most important part. The 
dallar is reckoned to he worth 4s. 2d. sterling. Then thereare * pistarines,” 
worth J0q¢., and “bits, worth 5d. These are the only coins one requires to 

emember, In keeping accounts, “ reis” alone are put down. The ‘rev? is an 
Cesare coin, of which there are 100 in a “bit,” and 1000 in a dollar, Sove- 
reigns are taken with the greatest readiness, and pass for their full value, in 
terms of a yoya} praclamation by the crown of Portugal'to that effect, issued many 
years ago, Parties visiting Madeira save considerably by taking sovereigns with 
them ; for there are no banks through which to negociate bills; and the com. 
mission and exchange charged by merchants on letters of credit frequently 
amount together to about four per cent., which is all saved by taking out gold. 


The great attraction of Madeira is its climate. The temperature 
is equable and the air bland ; consumptive patients could not, 
therefore, select a more desirable place of sojourn, According to 
published abstracts of the temperature, the mercury in the thermo- 
meter seldom falls, on the average, below 60 deg., nor rises above 
71 deg. ‘The mean annual temperature of Funchal is 64 deg., only 
about 5 deg, warmer than the Italian and Provençal provinces. Tt 
ip not advisable that persons who have long been dangerously ill of 
fAgtive pulmonary consumption should resort to Madeira, unless it be 
with the intention of permanently residing there; but those who are 
only suffering from an incipient attack may be almost certain 
of a cure, 

Although life in the town of Funchal may not be otherwise than 
monotonous after the first impressions produced by the novel scenes 
have worn off, there is much to interest the visitor in excursions in 
the interior of the island. A couple of weeks may be passed in rides 
to the villages of St, Vincenté and St. Anna, through a great variety 
of scenery; some of it grand and rugged, and other portions rich 
and beautiful. Corn and the vine are the Principal products, and 
their fields and plantations are diversified by orchards teeming with 
fruits. T'he arrivals from England are frequent, and there is, there. 
fore, a continual influx of visitors and intelligence of what is passing 
in the old world. Nearly the same opportunities of returning to Eng- 
land are afforded by the steamers, at rates which are by no means 


high. In our next we shall give some further particulars of the

_ ÅNTIPATHIES.— Certain antipathies seem to depend upon a pecu- 
liarity of the senses.

For Amatus Lusitanus relates the case of a monk who fainted when 
he beheld a rose, and never quitted his ceil while that flower was 
blooming. Orfila gives the account of the painter Vincent, who was 
seized with violent vertigo, and swooned when there were roses in the 
room, Valtain gives the history of an officer who was thrown into 
convulsions, and lost his senses by having pinks in his chamber. 
Montaigne remarks on this subject, that there were men who 
dreaded an apple more than a cannon ball. Zimmerman tells us of 
a lady who could not endure the feeling of siik and satin, and shud- 
dered when touching the velvety skin of a peach; other ladies can- 
not bear the feel of fur. Boyle records a case of a man who experi- 
enced a natural abhorrence of honey ; a young man invariably fainted 
when the servant swept his room. Boyle fell into a syncope when 
he heard the splashing of water ; Scaliger turned pale at the sight of 
water-cresses; Tycho Brahe fainted at the sight of a fox; Henry 
Ill., of France, at that of a cat; and Marshal d'Albret at a pig. 
The horror that whole families entertain of cheese is well known, 

Ixpian Lecenp. — A thousand winters ago the Great Spirit 
caused the sun to be fastened in the heavens, fur the purpose of de 
stroying the world on account of an enormous sin which had been 
committed.

Force or tHe Sza.—The force of the waves at the Bell Rock 
during the ga'e from the south-east ‘on ‘Thursday last week, as indi- 
cated by the marine dynamometer, was 2874lbs., or upwards of one 
fourth of a ton per superficial foot, being the greatest result obtained 
since October, 1844, when a nearly similar force was indicated.

and is frequently productive of paralysis, Its frequent use, like that 
of opium, renders the system less susceptible of its active qualities; 
this, however, is but the evidence of disordered function,—of natural 
sensitiveness destroyed; an effect which, like the effects of other 
poisons, can only be advantageous where rendered necessary 
by disease,” 

Aw Errnwat Tarker. — Sidney Smith observed of Macaulay, 
that he only wanted a few brilliant flashes of silenge to make 
him perfect. 

To remove Rust rrom [ron on Srxee.—Firet smear the rusted 
metal with some faity oil, allow the latter to remain for the space of 
one or two hours, then rub away the grease with a piece of cloth. 
Next rub the part with a mixture of sixteen parts of opodeldoc and 
eight parts of potassa fusa, allow the mixture to remain for the space 
of eight minutes without touching, and dry by rubbing with a cloth. 
To preserve an object from rusting, mix five parts of linseed oil var- 
nish with three parts of rectined oil of turpentine, and with tkis mix- 
ture rub the object by means of a sponge in an uniform manner; 
lastly, dry the object in a place free from dust. 

Late Hovrs.-—Ali animals, except those that prowl at night, res 
tire to rest soon after the sun goes down, frum which we may cons 
clude that nature intended that the human species should follow 
their example. It is from the early hours of sleep, which are the 
most sweet and refreshing, that the re-accumulauon of muscular 
energy and bodily strength takes place, as well as that of due ex- 
citability in the brain indispensable to the operation of our waking 
hours. In order that sleep may be refreshing, it is necessary to take 
sufficient exercise in the open air during the day, to take a light 
supper, or none at ail, avoiding tea or coflee late in the evening, to 
sleep on a hair mattress, with a light covering of bed clothes, in a 
room freely ventilated.

The imports from Africa into this country, though they have undoubtedly in- 
creased since the year 1820, are still extremely limited ; and it is observable that 
they scarcely embrace any articles produced from the cultivation of the soil. 
Their estimated value, in 1834, was 456,0142. (exclusive of gold dust, about 
260,000.) ; they consisted chiefly of palm oil, teak timber, gums, ivory, bees’ wax, 
&c., all extremely valuable and in great demand, but obtained at comparatively 
little labour and cost. 

But limited as the commerce of Africa is at present with the civilised world, 
and infamous as one part of that commerce has been, it is capable, as Mr. Dun- 
can has just very strikingly shown, of being indefinitely increased, and of having 
a character impressed on ‘it, alike honourable to all parties engaged init. The 
advantages which would accrue to Africa in the development of her resources, 
the civilisation of her people, and the destruction of one of the greatest evils 
which has ever afflicted or disgraced mankind, not less than the benefits which 
would be secured to Europe in opening new marts for her produce, and new 
fields for her commercial enterprise, would be incalculable. 

hat can we do to bring about this consummation ? It is in our power to en- 
courage her commerce, to improve the cultivation of her soil, and to raise the 


morals and the mind of her inhabitants. This is all we can do; but this done, 
the slave trade cannot continue. 


Sir Thomas enumerates the various inestimable riches of the Afri- 
can continent, especially its natural productions — different kinds of 
grain, fruits, timber, drugs, minerals, &c., and speaks particularly of 
“an article which demands,” he says,’ 

The largest share of our attention, viz. Cotton, because it requires little capital,

yields a steady return, is in vast demand in Europe, and grows naturally in the 
soil of Africa. It cannot be necessary to establish the vast importance to Great 
Britain of an additional market for the purchase of raw cotton, In our cotton 
trade, there are about 20,060,00 2. of fixed, and 20,000,0002. of floating capital in- 
vested. The total yearly produce of the manufacture amounts to 40,0 0002, ! 
1,500,000 persons earn their bread by it ! 

Africa is capable of yielding this necessary article; it is as near to us as North 
America; nearer than the Brazils; two-thirds nearer to us than India. The 
vast tropical districts along the southern side of the Great Desert, the fine plains, 
and the gently-rising country from the northern bank of the Rio de Formosa, 
and from the Niger to the base of the Kong mountains, are adapted to the cul- 
ture and production of the finest cotton. This portion of Africa alone, so rich in 
boil, 60 easy of access, offers an independent and abundant supply of that article, 
the want of which impedes and oppresses our manufacturing prosperity. But if 
Africa, when delivered from that evil which withers her produce and paralyses 
her industry, can be made to supply us with the commodity which we s0 much 
heed, she, in her turn, will be the customer of Europe to the same vast extent, 
for the manufactured goods which Europe produces. If it be true that inter- 
course with Africa, of an honest description, would be twice blessed — a blessing 
to the nation who confers, and to the continent which receives, cultivation and 
commerce — nothing can exceed the folly (except the wickedness) of a system 
which annually sweeps off nearly half a million of the inhabitants of Africa, and 
consigns, by its inhuman butcheries, one of the fairest portions of the earth to 
the sterility of a wilderness, 

But it may be said, that though the land might be made to produce cotton, 
centuries must elapse before it can be made to ield any quantity of that article. 
I do not pretend to say that this will be suddenly accomplished ; but an anecdote 
which I heard stated to the Marquis of Normanby by a gentleman whose mer- 
cantile knowledge would not be disputed by any one, may serve to forbid despair, 
He stated that the person who first imported from America a bale of cotton into 
this country was still alive ; that the person to whom it was consigned in Liver- 
pool was still alive; and that the custom-house officer at that place refused to 
admit it at the lower rate of duty, because, to his knowledge, no cotton could be 
grown in America; yet that country, which could grow no cotton, now, besides 
supplying her own demand, and that of all other countries, sends annually tos 
Great Britain a quantity valued at about 15,000,000/. sterling ! i 


Those who are acquainted with the deplorable degradation of the 
nations in Africa, and understand the elevated condition of North 
America, colonised chiefly by Christians from Great Britain, per- 
ceive, in the wonderful superiority of the western continent, the fruir 
of knowledge and the gospel. And the same elevation appears, in a 
good degree, wherever the Jabours of the missionary have been be- 
stowed, Africans are capable of improvement equally with the 
English in Europe or America, as is ahundantly proved, especially 
by the process that is now being carried on in the West Indies. In- 
telligence, social habits, refinement, and even elegance, are appearing 
On every hand, making advances far more rapid than among the 
lower classes in Europe a few centuries ago; and the demand for 
better food, superior habitations, convenient and costly furniture, 

“Cent and even elegant clothing, are truly astonishing, creating a 
vastly-increased extension of commerce, with its innumerable advan- 
tages and blessings. One fact, as given. by a recent visitor to Ja- 
maica, will place this matter before the mind of the reader in the 
most striking point of view. Mr. John Candler, a respectable

according to the most moderate calculation, Africa loses 
more than one thousand of her inhabitants every day, in 
consequence of the slave trade. To check, and eventually 
to extinguish, this enormous evil is one of the most im- 
portant duties of the missionary. Our armed prevention 
fleet may check the traffic, but it is the inculcation of 
Christianity alone that will insure its abolition. The 
Church missionaries of Western Africa —as indeed of all 
other places — feeling this to be the truth, are addressing 
themselves with energy to the task; and they fight “ not 
as him who beateth the air,” but with the “ morale” of 
the soldier, who, confiding in his general, looks upon vic« 
tory as certain. 

No. 6. represents part of Regent’s Town in the colony 
of Sierra Leone. It is inhabited by negroes of many 
different uations in Africa, whom piratical dealers were 
carrying into slavery. The ships in which they had been 
crowded together were taken by her Majesty’s cruisers, 
and the negrces set at liberty. ere, and in other towns 
in the colony, these injured negroes are placed in safety. 

On the right of the view, a part of the town is seen; it 
extends, however, a considerable way further than could 
be shown in the engraving. It is laid out with regularity, 
possesses several streets, and is inhabited by nearly 2000 
negroes old and young. A stone bridge, built by the 
negroes, leads from the town to the side of the brook 
where the principal buildings are. These consist chiefly 
of the church, the mission or parsonage house, and a 
house for the governor. These and other buildings are all 
of stone. This place is now a beautifully cultivated and 


well-governed spot; and yet, only seven years since, the 
whole was a wild desert.

Tue Stave Trane. — The British Government has 
recently concluded a series of treaties with certain Arab 
Princes or Sheikhs whose territories line the western side 
of the Persian Gulf. Their immediate object is the total 
suppression of the slave-trade in those seas. The treaty 
with the Sultan Bin Suggur, which serves as a model to 
the rest, after reciting that certain conventions had lately 
been entered into by the Imâm of Muscat and other 
Powers with the British Government for the purpose of 
preventing the exportation of slaves from the African 
coast and elsewhere, and further, that the co-operation of 
the chiefs of the several ports situated on the Arabian 
coast of the Persian Gulf is required for the full attain- 
ment of the objects contemplated by the aforesaid con- 
ventions, goes on to provide — first, that the Sheikh shall 
henceforth forbid the exportation of slaves from Africa 
or elsewhere on board of his ships; and, secondly, that the 
cruisers of the British Government may detain and search 
such of the Sultan’s vessels as may be suspected of being 
engaged in the slave-trade, and, jn the event of slaves 
being actually found on 
board, may seize and 
confiscate the same.

Haymarket Turarere.—On Wednesday night a new play, called 
The Heart and the World, was brought out at this theatre, It is from 
the pen of Mr. Marston, known to the public as the author of a 
vather heavy drama called The Patrician’s Daughter, which has kept 
possession of the stage more by reason of the monopoly of character 
‘afforded to the leading personages, than of its Intrinsic interest. 
The Heart and the World represents, as the title indicates, a social 
antagonism, in which sincerity and sensibility are pitted against 
folly, conventicnalism and vice. The “ Heart” has, of course, a 
nerrible struggle at starting, and for a long way round the course; 
but it ultimately comes in triumphant, beating the “World” by 
many lengths. This is the moral of the play. In its working out, 
Mr. Marsion has evinced much less dramatic skill and cunning than 
his previous experience would have led us to expect. ‘The purpose, 
and nearly the whole scope, of the story are palpable at once. 
Little, therefore, is expected of the dramatis persone but that they 
shall talk poetically and as abundantly as will serve to fill up five 
acts. One half of this condition they fulfil. They overwhelm the 
play with words. They come in and they go out; they loiter about 
the stage, serve to fill up the back ground of a sufficiently dull 
picture, and having appeared without creating any interest they 
vanish without exciting the least regret. The principal parts were 

Miss Helen Faucit, Miss Julia Bennett, and Mr, 
Creswick. ‘The energy and passion of Miss Vaucit, more than her

THE MANTILLA .— COSTUMES FOR our’ Countrywomen.—The most noticeable 
shops in Antwerp seem to be those of the mercers and lace venders, the ginger- 
bread and cake shops, the braziers, and the tobacconists. Of each sort there is 
A great number. ‘The lace-work and silks of Antwerp are celebrated, I once 
took particular pains to ascertain the precise form and fashion of that most 
‘graceful garment, the Spanish mantilla, which—or at any rate a modification of 
Reis in common wear here; and found it to be a piece of rich, stiff, black silk, 
some three yards Jong for a short woman and four for a tall one, cut square at the 
two ends, and finished there with a black silk fringe ; it is just simply, in fact, an 
‘ample scarf.’ They fold it—I had a lesson in the art—in width once, and arrange 
it over the top of the head, a little shading the face, and thenjthe ends hang down 
dn front, nearly to the feet ; or they throw it off the head, letting it fall gracefully 
pendant from the elbows or shoulders. Tho best of these mantillas, of a stiff, 
deathery richness of silk unknown in England, costs about one hundred francs. 

- "There is a peculiar cap, too, worn by the women, with large semicircular flaps 
‘falling down on each side of the face, very becoming to many, Over this, some 
‘wear a sort of straw bonnet, with a high conical-shaped crown, and a mere 
apology for a brim. 
he women of the lower orders never wear the thing we call a bonnet—the 
' legitimate, shapeless, unmeaning, hideous bonnet. They wear either the peculiar 
straw pot Ihave just described, or clean lace caps,’or handkerchiefs bound}round 
the head, or the mantilla.» ‘The latter is very Common; you see it to admirable 
affect on figures moving about and grouping together in the streets, or kneeling 
on the pavements of the churches. 

It has always seemed to'me to be regretted that the poorer women of England 
should have no costume of their own, that they should persist in a draggled-tail 
‘and vulgar imitation of the dress of those whom by courtesy we will call “the 
ladies of the land,” (a sailor, in a police court, once described a gentleman as a 
‘man who wore a long-tailed coat), instead of taking to themselves, as in other 
‘countries, a certain distinct class costume, which, as it would be worn by the great 
majority, would be, in fact, a national costume, and which, from the cheapness of 
dts materials, they might always afford to have iu clean, seemly, aud decent con. 
dition, It would be a great saving to them, and a real addition to their comfort, 
‘As it is, our servant-girls, and tne wives of our labourers and mechanics, go

Apropos of the dress of womankind in Antwerp, T could fancy that many of the 
women there retain much of the Spanish blood of the land’s former rulers ; they 
are frequently tall and dark, with fine ficures, and in their black mantillas look 
as if they had come from Madrid by the last train. Indeed, the Spanish stamp 
appears indelible here.— Antwerp.

The downright probing you will have to endure, in passing through the coun- 
try, exceeds even thatfwell-known ‘Transatlantic operation in severity. 

Inguisitiveness in Sweden absolutely amounts to a painful anxiety, and the 
‘desire to know “ how you do” toa usurious interest, 

The amour pecunia is another thorough Swedish plant, and throws into shade 
Hearly every other flower of the mind ; it is watered morning and evening, and 
Attended with such assiduous care that it has atruck its roots into many a Swede's 
inmos: soul so deeply as to defy every attempt to eradicate it, were such ever 
made, They are anything but misers; nevertheless they desire the money—yea, 
As the hart panteth for the water-brook—that they may spend it on themselves. 
If you enter the country you are measured as to your capacity for being turned to 
#ccount, as carefuily as if you were formed of gold dust rather than of human 
‘ashes; jf there is the most remote chance of it, look for being cherished accord- 
ingly; if not, « 69 thy war, thou unprofitable acquaintance,” is the mental ejacu- 
lation, be assured, The Swedes say this of each other, and common politeness 
‘demands my full acquiescence, grievous as it is to relate it. They look not for 
sincerity amongst themselves, nor are they ever agreeably surprised by its dis- 
covery, * # ži * 

For your personal grievances or any petty disaster, if you have a mind to enter 
Upon such tonics, the Swedes have a prompt and abundant display of sympathy, 

lo so great an extent, indeed, do they carry it, that they appear to suffer more 
keenly than the party concerned, If you tell an old woman that you have the 
tooth or ear ache, she will instantly elongate her face, stare in agony, and begin 
to clock” and rock herself to and fro till you leave the house, when, it is to be 
hoped, she recovers.

SKETCH OF CALABRIA.—The state of Calabria was very singular. The peuple 
of that extensive, wild, and secluded region were not in the beginning altogether 
averse to a change of government ; for they were sensible of the anuses of the 
old administration, and weary of the feudal exactions and Immunities of the 
barons. But they were decidedly hostile, from old national feelings, to the ad- 
vance of the French on their territory, and determined to Oppose any such at. 
teinpt ; In the towns there was a considerable party inclined to the formation of 
an independent and representative government; but the commissaries sent by 
the patriots of the capital disgusted the fiery Calabrians by assuming too com- 
manding atone. The Calabrians never liked the people of the metropolis, whom 
they regarded as effeminate and pompous, aud whom, besides, they looked upon 
as strangers. However, most towns appointed their municipal authorities, 
formed a national guard, and proclaimed the republic. They were attached to 
the forms of their religion, and jealous of the chastity of their women; and they 
were led to think that the republicans disregarded both. As soon, therefore, as 
the royal flag was again unfurled among them, the peasantry took the side that

delighttul, and rich with the most luxuriant vegetation. The vine, the orange 
and lemon trees, the fig, the olive, and all the fruits of southern climes, grow 
there ro perfection. Here and there you see the devastations produced by the 
terrible earthquakes to which this couiitry has been repeatedly subject. There 
was no carriage-road through the Country, anda journey from Naples to Calabria 
was considered, and justly too, as both a difficult and a dangerous undertaking.”

Tne Sea SERPENT IN [RELAND.—'The correspondent of the “ Dublin Evening 
Mail” writes as follows:—I spent a few days during the past month (August) 
with a very pleasaut party, at the fishing lodge of a friend, in the wilds of Con- 
nemara. On one occasion our host stated that he had heard from his head 
keeper a story of so extraordinary a nature that, had he not known the Narrator, 
and been satisfied that be was incapable of inventing a falsehood, he would have 
treated it with ridicule. It was immediately Proposed that the man should be 
called in, and that we should hear the story from his own mouth. He accord- 
ingly entered, and stated that ten years ago (in the year 1837) he was fishing on 
a lake about a mile distant from the lodge in which we were sitting; he was ina 
boat, and was accompanied by two men, After fishing for some time he had oc- 
casion to row towards the shore in order to repair some part of his tackle which 
was out of order, when he and his companions perceived that they were followed, 
or rather accompanied, by some enormous body, which was moving through the 
water close to their boat, and in a direction parallel to their course. This body, 
whatever it was, seemed to be endowed with life, and to possess the power of 
voluntary motion, and presented the appearance of a huge balk of timber moving 
through the water. Neither he nor his companions were enabled to perceive any. 
thing resembling a head, or to ascertain what means of locomotion it possessed, 
but the part of this strange creature which was visible to their eyes was at least 
ten yards, or 30 feet in length. He proceeded then to state that he and his com- 
panions were greatly alarmed at their Propinquity to this extraordinary monster ; 
that they pulled rapidly to shore, and as they neared the land their huge follower, 
which had surprised and terrified them so Much, sunk down and disappeared. 
He and his comrades told their story at the time, ‘and, as might be expected, 
found very few persons willing to believe in its reality, and the whole matter 
wouid probably have been forgotten had it not been for the extraordinary occur- 
rence of which he declared himself, and at least twelve other men, to have been 
eye- witnesses in the month of June in this. present year (1447). He stated that 
he was somo time in the month of June on the shore, in the vicinity of the same 
lake; that he was in company withfeleven or twelve men, who were employed 
in some kind of labour; that he happened to look in the direction of the like, 
when he perceived an enormous body rise to the surface, which remained in view 
for a considerable time, so that he was enabled to call the attention of his com- 
panions to the sight. This large body, whatever it might be, remained station- 
ary for some time, and then, slowly moving round in a semicircle, disappeared. 
He stated that it presented the appearance of three boats turned upside down, 
with intervals between them ; that nothing like a head could be distinguished, 
but that part which was visible was at least 30 yards, or 90 feet in Jength, 

I may as well mention here, that so convinced are the keepers of the existence 
of this monster, that they are unwilling to fish in that part of the lake which they 
suppose him to inhabit. The place where this monster is said to exist is within 
twenty hours’ journey of the metropolis ; the narrative is recent, and the wit.
